B IRD amt animal hitch-hikers have caused 
terrible damage to countries where they have 
arrived as immigrants. 

Some well-meaning oaf gave the English 
sparrow a ride to North America, hoping that the 
bird would eat caterpillars. 

Soon the original few pairs had multiplied Into 
thousands and lens of thousands Ear from being 
a helper the sparrow became a menace 

It devoured comparatively few Insecls. and It 
drove away the truly useful birds by bullying and 
harassing them. It fouled buildings and destroyed 
grain. 

The English sparrow fat one of nrveral bird 
immigrants that have become a pest. 

Hitch-hiking animals and plants may also 

cause damage in their new environment 

English rabbits, taken away from their 
natural enemies and transplanted to Australia, 
found the earth, air. water and food so much to 
their taste that they apilled arrow the whole 
country In a population explosion that cost millions 
of dollars. 

The common blackberry bramble, carried to 
South Africa, became a pesky, fast-spreading weed. 

* a a 

However, some of the immigrant birds, 

animals and plants have turned out to be good 
Citizens. 

Wildlife Review, the magazine of the fish and 
game branch. B.C government department of re¬ 
creation and conservation, presents both sides of 
the story of migrant creatures. 

On the debit side: 

Rabbits: the American grey squirrel In Eng¬ 
land (if turned ugly and began rhewing the bark 
trees, killing theml: the muskrat, (aken lo 

Europe, burrowed into dikes and canal walls, 
made them cave in: the Chinese crab, travelling 
abroad attached to the hulls of ships, burrowed 
holes in river banks, destroyed fishing nets, car¬ 
ried a serious parasitic disease 

Deer liberated in New Zealand multiplied 
enormously and over-ran the pasture. Government 
hunters are trying vainly to prune down their 
numbers. Hitch-hiking mosquitoes, arriving by air¬ 
plane. have brought Africa^ diseases to South 
America. 

* * * 

On the credit side 

Some game birds introduced to North Am¬ 
erica have done well. Among them are the Chinese 
pheasant and the Hungarian partridge, which are 
causing no trouble, but providing sport and food. 

“The European wild boar fares very well in 
the mountains of Tennessee. In Alaska, a herd of 
23 almost extinct buffalo has expanded into 300 
head since they were introduced from Montana in 
1928. 

“Bringing the Orman brown trout (lo North 
America) has somewhat offset the terrible mis¬ 
take of liberating the German carp. 

“Man has changed the face of the earth 
wherever he has gone . Perhaps because of home¬ 
sickness for familiar things, man has brought his 
own plants as well as . . animals, even when II 

has meant destroying the country's native environ¬ 
ment.” 

• • * 

Does itl. chickens geeae end ducks were 
brought to North America Turkeys were first 
lamod by the Aztecs of Mexico. Spanish explorers -. 
look them home. From there, s few birds went lo 
England, where the breed was Improved. Early 
settlers of Virginia and Massachusetts brought the 
bird back to the New World. 

Spanish seltiers brought the first horses lo 
the Americas in the 17th century. 

Corn, beans, pumpkins, squash and tobacco 
were growing in North America when the white 
men came—hut the Indians had introduced them 
from South America. Wheat, rye. barley, rice and 
oats were all Imported. 

“About the only fruits native to North 
America ne wild strawberries, blarkherries and 
grapes of the Concord type." 

* • * 

There will he more bird, animal and plant 
immigration in future. However, the transfer will 
he scientifically managed 

Federal government plant Inspectors are on 
the watch nowadays to see that nobody follows 
the example of Capt. W. Coiquhoun Grant, pioneer 
resident of Sooke. who brought the broom plant 
to B.C. from Scotland in 1849. 

Now its tough thickets of golden blossom have 
spread for miles, plaguing gardeners and delight¬ 
ing sightseers. Broom is a beautiful pest. 

Why did Capt. Grant bring It in? His motives 
may have been good. Broom is troublesome in 
gardens—but It helps to heal the wounds in logged- 
off hillsides. A A. Warren, writing in the Colonist's 
Islander magazine, suggested that Grant brought 
broom here to guard against erosion._
